Agreements between the Standard Oil 
Companies of Indiana and New Jer- 
sey, the Texas Company and Gaso- 
line Products, Inc., for the use of 
gasoline production patents were sus- 
tained as legal today by the supreme 


court. 

The court held the agreements were 
not in restraint of trade. 

The decision reversed a decision by 
a statutory three-judge federal court 
at’ Chicago, before which the govern- 
ment prosecuted the oil companies 
under the Sherman law. A number 
of smaller companies were secondary 
defendants. 

The agreements’ provided for cross 
licensing of patents for the produc- 
tion of gasoline by the “cracking” 
process. 

The government tecok the position 
the patents were being used in a con- 
sviracy to monopolize the gasoline 
business. 

It insisted the companies, by pool- 
ing their patents, were seeking to ob- 
tain huge profits in royalties from 
manufacturers licensed to use them. 

The companies argued no restraint 
of interstate commerce was involved.

asserted the gasoline industry would 
be thrown into a state of paralysis 
should the trial court’s decision be 
sustained.

A clearly defined path out of the’ 
morass of economic depression was | 
pointed out to the business interests 
of the country by Dr. Julius Klein, 
able assistant secretary of commerce 
of the United States, when in a 
radio address Sunday night he called 
for more jobs “right now” so that 
the buying power of American wage 
earners could be strengthened. 

To this doctrine of increased op- 
portunity for work Dr. Klein added 
an urgent appeal against wage cut- 
ting. 

In his address he made the un- 
qualified statement that— 


There is one solution—and only one 
-to this whole problem of business 
recovery and that is more jobs. We 
must sustain and strengthen the buy- 
img power of our wage earners. 

Fortunately the economic skies 
are brightening and the lowest ebb 
of the depression has been passed, 
but, as Dr. Klein pointed out, nor- 
malcy Cannot be expected until more 
jobs are made available—and upon 
the rapidity with which these jobs 
are created will largely depend the 
momentum in the upward trend of 
business. 

Almost as important as the put- 
ting of men back to work, in its 
relation to increased buying power, 
is wage cutting. Every business 
concern whose income is above its 
operating expenses should make 
every effort possible to maintain its 
present, or reinstate its former, 
wage scale, even though it would 
mean a poorer financial showing at 
this time. There are, of course, | 
exceptional cases where slight wage | 
reductions may be justified, but no. 
business house with an income 
above its expenses should take ad-| 
vantage of business depression to, 
reduce wages.

THE TUBERCLE .OF YOUTH. 
Iiven old-timers have a vague notion 
that consumption is a disease of 


youth. In the morbid eighties it was

As few understand tuberculosis, the 
primary infection occurs in infancy 
or early childhood, as a rule thrg‘gh 
the intestine and the deep abdonaal 
lymph nodes of the lymphatic system 
of the digestive tract; or through the 
tonsils and the lymphnodes in the neck 
which, when enlarged, are commonly 
as “kernels.” How much of 
this childhood infection is from milk

Forty-nine different canned foods 
have been reported to the American 
Chemical Society as supplying scien- 
tifically adequate amounts of vita- 
mins A, B, C and G. 

If this year’s June brides will see 
that the new head of the house gets 
out in the sunshine, they may safely 
feed him from cans so far as vita- 
mins are concerned. Sunshine gives 
vitamin D (on cloudy days feed cod 
liver oil for D). 

The other vitamins, says the report, 
are in the 49 cans “in adequate 
amounts.” The report is made by 
Professor W. H. Eddy, of Teachers 
College of Columbia University; E. F. 
of the National Canners’

These statistics show that ac- 
cording to the 1930 census there were 
654,009 families in the state, with an 
average of four and a half. persons 
each and that there were 64,908 radio 
sets. 

In Atlanta there were 68,021 fam- 
ilies who owned 17,691 radio receiv- 
ing instruments, or 26 per cent, this 
only being exceeded in Decatur, where 
43 per cent of the 3,290 families were 
able to listen in with their 1,415 sets. 
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In Fulton county there were 77,715 
families having 19,670 sets.
